ACTION AGAINST 


CITY DISMISSED 


Claim for $16,000 Damages 
for Serious Accident to 
Boy Fails, 


MOTORMAN GAVE WARNING 


Justice Scott Says Car Not 
Expected to Pull Up For 
People Near Track 


A Supreme Court jury today decid- 
ed against Robert EK. MacLaren, a lo- 
cal manufacturer, suing In his own 
behalf and on behalf of his son, Al- 
bert Maclaren, the City of Edmonton, 
for the sum of $16,000, The jury found 
that the plaintiff had no claim against 
the city, and Justice Scott dismissed 
the plaintiffs's actions with costs. 

The case arose out of the serious 
aceldent which happened to the boy, 
Alberta MacLaren, on September 22 
last, when he was run over and his leg 
amputated at the hip, by a street car 
on Twenty-fourth street, at the cor- 
ner of Athabasca. 

At the time of the accident the 
street was being paved and the tem- 
porary track being replaced by per- 
manent track. On this ground it was 
pleaded on behalf of the plaintiff that 
the street was In a dangerous condi- 
tion. Plaintiff was represented by 
Cormack and Mackie, 

Cc. F. Bown, city solicitor, for the 
defence, contended that the defendants 
had the right to have the street In the 
condition In which !t was, so long as 
no traps were left for the unwary. He 
also contended that the accident was 
due to the negligence of the boy In not 
heeding the motorman's warning. 

Justice Scott differed with the coun- 
sel for the plaintiff regarding the du- 
ties of a motorman, and sald it was un- 
reasonable to say that a motorman 
should pull his car every time he 
saw some one alongside of the tracks 
and who might or might not step on 
to the tracks. The boy was running 
along the tracks ahead of the car in 
an effort to reach the crossing first, 
and just at the crossing he ran In 
front of the car. It was not denied 
that the motorman gave ample warn- 
ing to the Poy.

HINDUS REPORTED TO 
BE EATING IN SECRET 
ABOARD SHIP AT NIGHT 


Ottawa, June 6.—The hunger strike 
of the Hindus on board the steamer 
| Komagata Maru was again the sub- 
ject of a debate in the house of com- 
mons this morning. In reply to a ques- 
tion from Hon, Frank Oliver, the min- 
ister of the interior, Hon. Dr, Roche, 
made a statement. He said that In- 
structions had been sent to the auth- 
orities at Vancouver to see that the 
passengers on board the steamer had 
plenty of provisions. This morning he 
received word that they had offered the 
Hindus two tons of flour, a couple of 
hundreds pounds of rice, bread, and all, 
the fruit necessary This the Hindus 
had refused unless they got in addition, 
ginger, milk, 40 live sheep and goats, 
100 live poultry and 200 boxes of cigar- 
ettes, The hunger strike was said to 
be more apparent than real as the ship 
offices stated the Hindus were secretly 
eating at night and were not suffering

Now that oil has been found, beyond any shadow of 
reasonable doubt, they have tried to minimize the importance 
of the strike, and in some cases even renewed with redoubled 
vigor their efforts to prevent people from investing in the 
stocks of oil companies, of whatever nature, good, bad or in- 
lifferent. ; 
: Some of these papers give as little publicity through their 
news columns as possible to the Calgary oil situation, unless 
it be of a kind which tends to prove that the supply is not a 
large or permanent one or that the Dingman well was doc- 
tored.’’ Others go the length of printing absolutely no news 
which might in the least degree even make people think of 
Calgary oil as a reality, and refusing to accept any advertising 
from anybody and of any kind whatsoever, as long as It looks 
like Calgary oil. : ; : 

These papers give varied reasons for their unusual action, 
hone of which have been able to stand water so far, One Is 
ihat it is a bad thing for “the town” in which the paper hap- 
pens to be published for those wishing to invest in oil stocks 
to send their money away: It does not apparently matter, 
according to these papers, whether or not it is a good thing 
for the man who is investing his money or not, as long as 
it allegedly isa bad thing for “the town.” 

Another allegea reason is that bad companies as well ag 
good are being formed and offering stock. Even if this were 
true and even if it were true that the men publishing a news 
paper hundreds or thousands of miles away from the oil fields 
were infallible in their judgment as to the good and the bad, 
why should they seek to punish the good as well as the alleg- 
edly bad companies? 

~ The fact that oil has been discovered near Calgary is a 
good thing for Calgary, for Alberta and for the dominion as 
a whole, but it is a particularly good thing for those who invest 
their money in those companies which strike oil ii Commer- 
cial quantities. Which companies will do so no one knows, 
Just as likely as not some of the companies which are now 
condemned by sundry people and papers by the term of 
“wild cat” and other epithets, will strike oil, as similarly so- 
called unsafe and unbusiness-like companies have done in 
other fields. 

That some will lose money through investments in oil 
stocks no one denies, just as some lose money in every busi- 
ness on earth. However, it is well known that oil has made 
probably more millionaires out of poor people in a short time 
than any other form of investment. If someone had not been 
found to risk money in oil at some time and in some place the 
world would still be without oil today. 

The fact cannot be denied, at any rate, that oil has been 
found in the Okotoks field. It cannot be denied that some 
have already made money, despite the fact that they were 
warned not to “sink” their money in oil wells months ago. It 
is almost a certainty that money will also be made by inves- 
{ors in some of the newer companies, and, although there is 
some risk in any form of investment, people should not let 
{he anti-oil hysterics of a few papers run away with their sane 
judgment in oil investments or any other question. 


THE POSTAL 
LIBRARY SCHEME 

A postal library league has been formed in Lethbridge, 
which has for its object the establishment of a postal library 
for Canada. The scheme is a new one, and is worth con- 
sidering. The object is to utilize the 13,000 post-offices in 
Canada to bring the people of Canada into closer touch with 
the world’s’ best literature, and so increase the intelligence of 
the citizens. The thought of the promoters is that the new 
scheme would be a marvelous help to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of homes which are far removed from any cities or 
towns where public libraries exist. The proposal is to estab- 
lish a library at each post-office, the size of the library to de- 
pend upon the number of people to be served If any 
individual desired a certain book he would simply send a postal 
card to his nearest post-office, and the book would be delivered 
as soon as possible. If the smaller library did not have the 
books, it would draw upon a larger one. 

The government itself would supply the books, but there 
would be a small fee for each book, and this fee would make 
the institution self-supporting. It is proposed to absorb all 
other libraries into this one great government institution. — It 
is estimated that an initial expenditure of $10,000,000 would 
provide 10,000,000 books, and an additional $5,000,000 
would provide for extra expense of housing, etc. 

No doubt a host of objections will arise in the minds of 
many, and it may be that the scheme will upon examination 
be found to be impracticable or too costly, but all will agree 
that the idea is a praise-worthy one, and if the scheme can 
only be made workable without being too expensive it should 
prove to be a great public benefit. And if the scheme as sug- 
gested should prove unworkable, it may be that some modifi- 
cation of it may be within the range of possibility.

“The sale in the State of Utah of baking powders containing 
minute quantities of dried egg (albumen) is declared illegal, The 
albumen in these baking powders does not actually increase the 
leavening power of the powder, but by a series of unfair and deceptive 
tests such powders are made to appear to the innocent consumer to 
possess three or four times their actual leavening power,"
